2. DEVELOPMENT AND WORK CF AMT VI RS HA 
( & ) Period Sumner 39 till End A1 

As stated briefly in C£DIC/CMF/SD 25 para 2.A.; vhen Amt VI was 
formed shortly before the outbreak of war, it took over from Amt III (of the 
SD Hauptamt) the information obtained on the political, economic and cultural 
structure of foreign countries. The first Amtschef VT was SS BrLgi defUehrer 
JOST, formerly Amtschef III of the SD Hauptamt* Work of the Hauptamt on 
foreign countries had been carried c*it by Abteilnng IIl/l (and III/3), 

(not Gruppe as stated in a/in report), of which the latter, sinco 1938# had 
toyed with the idea of concentrating on the obtaining of Intelligence proper, 
which was to become the function of Amt VT RSHA. However, neither the 
personnel of Abt IIl/l nor of Abt lIJ/3 had any special qualifications for 
Intelligence work, and Amt VT.RSHA had to bo built up from scratch. 

On the outbreak of war JOST attempted close liaison vdth the 
Government departments which it was the task of Amt VI to supply vdth 
Intelligence material. Right frem the beginning the Foreign Office showed 
itself disinclined to co-operate, as RIBBENTROP did not want a separate 
intelligence organisation to supply him vdth notarial, and attempted to 
obtain his own intelligence by indirect means. Ho lost no opportunity of 
spying and ridiculing wherever possible the work of Amt VT, and for certain 
periods HIMMLER ordered that no member of Amt VI might enter the Foreign 
Office Co-operution was never entirely broken, however, as Foreign Office 
contacts were necessary to the SD for building up its intelligence service 
abroad. To counteract the attitude of the Foreign Office JOST tried to work 
more closely with Government Ministries which wore themselves opposed to it, 
such as the Ministry of Propoganda and the Ministry of Economics, and use 
their contacts, travellers, Gormans living abroad, etc. Here again co- 
operation was not entirely satisfactory; for instance the difficulties which 
Amt VT personnel had over the matter of foreign exchange woro not settled 
satisfactorily by the Ministry of Economics. 

Inside the RSHA itself there were also numerous personal quarrels 
and petty jealousies which hampered the attempts of Amt VI to build up an 
efficient service. Amt IV and, to a lesser oxtont. Amt VTI considered that 
they had a part to play in the collection of intelligence abroad, and undortook 
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independent work it; this field through their ovm agents; A/nt VII, howowr, 
soon gave this up. The greatest competitor of Amt VI v.as always the Abwohr, 
and remained so until its fusion in 44* 

VI representatives in GEIU.1ANY came undor the 3D Abschnitto, and 
in neutral countries were normally attached to tiie diplormtic missions, 
so far as the Foreign Office allowed, or wore representatives of German 
firms. In occupied countrios they enme under various Dienststellen of 
tho Sipo. Neither the Abschnitts fuehrer nor the Befehlshabor or IMeliror 
of the Sipo Dienststellen aoroad -.zero VI men, and had little understanding 
for VI work, which greatly hmnporud the work of VI rep res on tat ivos at homo 
and abroad. 

Despite tho internal ijuanrols and jealousies described above. 

Ant VI succeeded in this initial period in establishing a number of. repre- 
sentatives in nedtral countries, notably in HOLLAND and BELGIUK, NOHft ICC, 
SPAIN, PORTUGAL and TURKEY. No success was achieved vdth S7/EDEN. After 
tho military successes of AO and U 1, work in the conquered territories 
naturally become much easier, but suffered under tho disad’va ntage that VI 
representatives tended to concentrate for thoir inforrmtion on elements 
that wore friendly to GERM ANY, i.*j. th c Quislings, who v.nro not in anything 
like so good a position to provide intelligence as quarters favourable to 
tho Allies. In ITALY, although HITLER had forbiddon any SD activity there, 
some snail attempts wore made to obtain intelligence, and SS 0 bo ro turmfuo hror 
ZL.1IER and SS Obcrsturmfuohror GR0E3L wore sent to ROLE, but were soon 
recalled. 

V/ith the eotablislmont of DdS in the occupiod countries, Amt VI 
was divided into geographical Gru - pen. An LO v/ao sot up to tho Ministry of 
Economic 3, and tho Technical Group, Cruppo Vi/?, including the HAVEL 
Institute Y/as created, Another Group *»ns formed during tho period, but 
again dissolved in autumn 41 • This v/as Gruppe Vl/H, later Vl/E, which 
was known as H Gogner irn Ausland", and vas concerned with countcr-cspi on-age 
abroad^ against the "enemies of National Socialism", especially against 
Freemasons and Jews, and movements like STRASSER*s "Sch^arze Front". 

Because the Group* s v/ork overlapped *./ith that of tho Croups dealing with 
geographical divisions, and with the counter-intelligence branch of tot IV 
vhich v/as gradually developing, it was finally disbanded#. 

Source is unoblo to givo many concrete examples of v/ork undertaken 
by Amt VI during the period under review. The VSNLO incident at which 
STS VEITS and BEST v/ero captured was considered the greatest triumph of the 
period. Following this success, Amt VI made plans for the capture of Lord 
VANSITTART, who v/as said to be intending to visit STTETZERLAND either at 
and 39 or beg 40. (This story was overlooked by Source in his interrogation 
on work on SWITZERLAND - CSDIc/aiF/3D 25). Tho information on the impending 
visit had been obtained from a contact maintained by Amt VI with Austrian 
Legitimists inside SJITZI3LAND. They boliovod themselves to be in touch 
v/ihh a similar group in the TYROL, which was in tact a fiction of Amt VI 
agents. A Swiss courior in the service of Amt VI travelled between 
SWITZERLAND and the SD /jus so ns to lie at 3REGENZ, v/hore despatches from the 
Legitimists in SV/TTZERLAND v/ore opened and examined. They made use of 
secret ink of a peculiar kind, obtained by the drinking of large quantities 
of red vdno; this ink pro&ieed writing which became visible when exposed to 
heat. It v/as hoped through these contacts to persuade Lord VANSITTART to 
confer on tho frontier with ostensible members of a German resistance group, 
and then kidnap him as was done v/ith BEST and STEVENS, The plan coma to

Work in PRANCE was concentrated on obtaining all possible information 
on the intentions of the VICHY government, V/ork in YUGOSLAVIA concentrated 
on discovering tho attitude of tho Yugoslavs in oase of a Goman invasion. 

In this connection there was a considerable tonsion between Amt VI and tho 
Foreign Office, as 1EEYDKICH maintained, on tho basis of infbmntion obtained 
by Amt VI, that a revolution wa3 likofy, and that tho people would resist, 
while RI3BENTR0? pooh-poohed the idea. 

Althougi, by ond 41 , a fairly v/ide VI net had Leon built up abroad, 
tho actual suocosses y/hich tot VI had to show we re small, and tho question v/as 
raised whether the continued exis 5 ; znee of the A-.it was justified in view of the 
increasing extent of chc count:; Nic A .as often referred to 

oven by its own personnel a 3 "GruppenlUohrer HEYDRICH* c , rsonal information 
servico", HEYDRICH 3ot out to improve imtters, and boga : by appointing 
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SCfflMj|MKRG as Stollvertret cnder Ant schef. SCfSI^fBERG actually ran the 
Amt fraiTnow on, and though JOST *./as not officially removed till a little 
later, his authority was nil# Ho frequontly stopped his car in a sidostroot 
near the Amt VI offices and sent his driver to get some papers ho happened 
to need, as his relations with SCH?2TiT<Krr5ERG prevented him from entering the 
offices himself. ■ 



(b) Period End Li till Bog L3 

SCIELLETJ32RG was only 32 when ho undertook the reorganisation of 
Amt VI. He had up till then been Gwppenleitcr IV/3, concerned with counter- 
intelligence. He had received the E.K. 1 for his part in the VENLO incident. 

It v*s not beliovod by most senior members of the RSHA that ho would succeed 
in his task of making Amt VI a v/orthwhilo concern, but Source boliovco 
HIMMLER t as prepared to give him a yoar's trial, SCjgLLEliBEHG s tarted off 
by making considerable changes of personnel, and as he cano from Amt IV 
attempted to have transferred to Amt VI a number of Gestapo men of whose 
efficiency ho knew from his ovm experience. This led to long dtfawn out 
squabbles betv/eon j’jzt IV and .Amt VI, but eventually SChTNIKTo ERG succeodod 
in replacing almost all tho koy personnel of Amt VI, and, as stated in 
CSDIC/CLIF/SD 23 para 2.C.I., those who wore too officiant to bo spared were 
3ent to outside Dio nststo lion so a3 to allow a fresh start to be made at the 
main office. 

Through _§C H5T J LKIffiERG t s pc roonal_ efforts peace v*xs at any rate 
outwardly made between tho Foreign oiTice and Amt VI. _SCHRTiT iF NRER a himself 
became the LO for Amt VI to the Foreign Office, and RIBBEirfROP appointed 
hie own ropresontativo as LO to Amt VI, An immediate result of tho re- 
conciliation was that the VI positions in noutral countries oould be improved. 
This happened at a timely moment, as the decrease in German trade vdth the 
neutrals had been making it more and nord difficult to establish further 
camouflaged VI representatives in neutral countries, (in SPAIN and PORTUGAL 
VI representatives we re attached to tho Police Attaches, themselves IV men, 
but no othor neutral had agreed to the establishment of such attaches, so 
that the chances of Amt VI in this respect were very limited). Nevertheless, 
in comparison with Abwehr representation in diplomatic missions abroad. Amt 
VI representation was very small even after this increased co-operation with 
the Foreign Office, the proportion being somewhere in tho region of 10;1 
in favour of the Abwehr. 

SPAIN (with TANGISRS), PORTUGAL and TURKS! v/ero the most favourable 
countries for tho building up of VI representatives after tho agreement with 
the Foreign Office, and Sourco states that unquestionably the greatest 
successes of Amt VI were scored in these countries, whereas SWITZERLAND and 

SWEDEN remained tho problem children, as before. Tho political upheavals in 

IRAN and IRAQ offured a splendid opportunity for VI infiltration, v&ich ms 
not overlookod, and every effort was made to stir up trouble against BRITAIN. 

VI positions in SOUTH AHERICA, particularly in THE ARGENTINE, were strengthened. 
So far as Sourco knows Amt VI did not succeed in placing any agents in USA. 
after the declaration of war on that country, and at no tine, ho believes, 
ms there over an SD agent operating in GREAT BRITAIN. 

The Reforat VT/ C/ZSPPSI IN, concerned with sabotvage and subversion 
against RUSSIA, frequently pressed at this time for the establishment of sorao 
form of independent government to be set up in various conquered territories 
of the U.S.S.R, , particularly lu the UKRAiliE, ’./rich w>s con Altered an especially 
favourable field for such an experiment • However, opposition by tho Foreign 
Office and othor Government Departments prevented anything being done to achieve 
this. 

In FRANCE and the LOW COUNTRIES thoro vas continual friction between 
Amt VI on d A at III representatives on tho rulativo ronponaib ill ties in SD work 
in obtaining information on the political tendencies and morale of tho respective 
countries. In a less acute fona this friction existed throughout the work of 
the SD. In FRANCE, where VI was more strongly represented than III, tho task 
of obtaining such information on the country, and also of bringing political 
pressure to boar, was largoly carried out by the former, but in iiOLLAND and 
BELGIUM, whoro VI was far loss strongly represented, both these tasks fell to 
the lattor. A responsibility of Ant VI in all throe countries at this time was 
the building up of P/0 nets which would operate after the withdrawal of tho 
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Gomans *nro tho vwr had boon v/on. 

Insido CSKMANY SCjggjg^RO const '.oxftbly reduced tho number of 
VI Rof crantor in tho SD Absclmtto, ilo in mny ca3cs their work had been 
unsuccessful* On tho other hand he induced KSfSRICK to issue an order 
that all Sipo und SD Inspekteure wore to do all they cculd to keep tho . 
requirements of A at \Z in wind and to iprovido all possible assistance* 

Both H3HDRXGK and 3CKELL2I8KRO had the intention of sotting up independent 
Abteilungen of J&ItVL in GEWtiTC. Because of lack cf tho nccossary personnel 
this ambitious plan cculd not bo fulfilled, but to make up for this 
g gjfflgj ggag had the right to make specific demands on every SD or Stapo 
Dicn 3 tstello in the Reich to co-operate in the fulfillment of Amt VT 
operations. Also, to ocim«ncato for tho numbers cf VI Ref orate v/hich wore 
withdrawn from SD Abcchnitto, VI representation in the RSKA was further 
strengthened by tho creation of the Sonde vrj fern to Vl/Wirtcchaft and VI/ 
Kultur, and of an LO to the * jinistry of opoganda* 

SCHHLLFI8ERG also made great cf to improve the relations of 
Amt VI with the various Government Kinic\, ;ios, and to limit as fhr a3 possiblo 
the confusion prevailing because cf thv overlap of interests in the obtaining 
of intelligence e.g. in the intelligence ccmhdl scions givon to business men, . 
and in personal j on lour, i os vd thin tit }i5*;A« HHYERICH^ rurdor in 42, though 
^n^.T.rrTP^pn 1 nnt thcx'eby an enthusiastic supporter, brought h*im closer to 
HIMMLER, as for seven months there vns no Chef der Sipo und SD, and 
Rrr^rrj f ^ m?pn himself porformcd this function. Curing this period he succeeded 
in persuading IEU2.ILSR of the necessity cf Amt VI, of v/hich in its earlier 
days he was by no means convinced* 

The open competition between the Abv/ehr and fun t VI v/as also shelved, 
at least openly, for the tine being, folio^/ing a conference held in PRAGUE 
in May 42 between ISHRICH and CANAKIS* SCK^ACTESRG and q\KARIS held 
frequent discussions together, and their relations \/e re outwardly oxtreraely 
affhble, though as stated In CSDIC/CIF/SD 23, I*** 3, 

no secret of hi s~ Veal feelings abcut "the old fax*. 



(c) Period Beg 43 till Bog 44 

•It the end of his year of ?u*o t a ticn SCHEL I £ K55RG lad already 
overcome his chief difficulties, and no-one oiestiched any more the justi- 
fication cf Amt VI * s existence. Tho former personnel of tho Arat had been 
changed up to SO or 9 0 £, and cf t:*c foirwr Gruppcnlciter only one had remained 
unchanged (Vl/c). Nevertheless tho quality of tho Ref ©renter was in many 
cases not as high a s SCP^L]£ffERG would have liked. In Spring 43 the Gruppcn 
Vl/S and Vl/C were formed. The rorsonncl of Amt VI had now grown to such 

an extent, also with tho increase of technicians in Vl/F and Vl/S, that it 

exceeded that cf Am t IH by almost 1,000, totalling about 2,000 altogether# 

A number of men frem Ant VII, whoso activities had been severely restricted 
in the course og the var, nov; passed ever to Ian t VI. 

SCH?^^.?!o5RG hxd in xhot sho\/n himself to be a nan to be reckoned 
with. The fall of LUTHER, the special confidant of RI3v3ITR0? and Secretary 
of State to the Foreign Office, .was correctly attributed to hiiivfor 
details see CSDIC/G!F/SD 20, para 8). Tills incident brought a further breach 
between Ant VI and tea Foreign Office, relations having deteriorated since 
the rapprochemont at bog 42, but as by this time VI representatives had boon 
firmly established in all neutral countries, with the exception of SWITZ?EIAKD 
and SWEDEN, tho nee a salty for cc-cpo ration v.aa not so marked, ana neither 
HH&XER nor SGIELLSNB^RG v/oro concerned v.iuh tho v.omened relations. Amt VI 
reports v/ex^e not passod’tc the Foreign Office before they had been pronouxjacd 
"suitable" by HIMMLER. 

V/ith all the advantages for a successful year's v/o rk available to 
Amt VI at tho opening of 43, notably the closor relations with the Ministries 
of Propoganda and Economies, work wno further complicated by tho appeamnoe of 
a new problem. The war situation bad greatly deteriorated against GERMANY, 
and Ant VI vas nov/ flood vdth the task cf setting up a ?/o network in all 
countries vhich v/ore thought to be threatened v/ith an Allied invasion. In 
Apr 43 orders to this effect v/ere issued to tho VI man in NORWAY, HOLLAND nnd 
BELGIUM, DENMARK, FRANCS and ITALY . In ITALY wry little could be done to cause 
of the still existing paahrorbefehl that no SD v.ork v*as to be undertaken. 
Vl/c/ZEPP5LIN undertook this work for RUSSIA. It was found wry difficult to 
establish nets in tho West bo cans o of tix* growing power of the resistance 
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movements • 

In neutral countries also, the affect cf German reverses Increased 
the difficulties of /jut VI, as opposition to GER* .NY bocame more and more 
apparent. In neutral countries whoso internal r litical situation was 
of little interest, such as SWEDEN, it wa3 founc* increasingly difficult to 
obtain information on tho Allies instead of working against the country 
itself. 

Another disadvantage made itself felt d-ring A3 tficn because of 
air raids on the capital most of tho Ant VI documents and part of the 
admin personnel wore removed fren BERLIN to less threatened areas (see 
CSnCC/CUP/SD 23, para 2.c.). This,, coupled with ever-growing transport 
difficulties, seriously delayed the v/ork of the n in office. 

Work on individual countries ms a3 follows apart from the creation 
of P/0 nets: 

HOLLAND and BELGIUM: both these countries wore comparatively 

unexploited by Amt VI. Abt VI in THE HAGUE and MUSSELS wore not seriously 
considered until autumn A3, and prodicod very little results of interest. 

The most important intelligence wrk in these countries was considered to 
be the countering of Allied agents, and. in this Art X7 had considerable 
success (no details known) especially against 77/T agents. The results of 
their work woro of great use in 77/1 count© rospioncigo in othsr countries. 

PRANCE: VI v/as chiefly concerned with the internal political 

situation, including changes of ministers in the VICKY Government. For 
instance, the proposed appointment of BOUSQUET as Chief of Police was 
rigorously opposed by tho SD. , 3S Oborsturmfuohror Dr. REICHE was tho 
spocial VI Beouftragter at VICHY (cf: CSDIc/CMF/SD 25 paia A.a.). Very 
little intolligonco on the Allies was obtained. It Was intended to sot 
up an organisation in FRANCE for work against SV/I7I2R1AND, NQRffl AFRICA 
and GREAT HlIIAIN, tut this never come to anything. 

SPAIN: the best VI positions of all were in this country. SS 

Ob or fuehrer BERNHARD, the head of the Geiman-Spanish firm of SO FENUJS und 
ROV7AK, was the perfect oxsraple of a VI representative camouflaged vd thin 
a large industrial concern. Ho v/as very dose to SUITER, and was able to 
provide information on internal Spa n ish politics, and the attitude of tho 
Spanish Government to GERH7NY. Ko also attempted to sound Allied circles on 
viev/s of a compromise peace. An espionage netv/ork in FRENCH NORTH AFRICA was 
controlled from TANGXERS, and operations of the sabotage and subversion 
Ref a rat V1 /b/A/PARSEVAL v/ere also directed from here. 

PORTUGAL: Work was mainly directed againc the country itself to 

prevent rapprochement vdth the Allies. Neutral bus ness men were sounded 
on their views of Allied morale. 

TURKEY: tho account of the photographing f documents in Sir 

Hugh KNiATCHBUIIi-HUGHESSSTT^ private safe has alread* been given in CSDIC/CMP/ 
SD 20, para 7.c. 

BAR EAST: attempts v/ere to be made in A3 to increase the weak 

position of Amt VI in the BAR EAST by sending representatives by air or 
submarine, and SCH^J^uSR G was planning a trip to JAPAN himself, but could 
not be spared because a substitute could not be found for him in BERLIN. 

The project was accordingly abandoned. 

SOUTH AMERICA: v/ith the breaking off cf diplomatic relations by 

the SOUTH AMERICAN states. Ant VI work in those countries ceased almost 
entirely. Tho previously existing network had cade itself too obvious. 

Work had been concentrated on obtaining information on USA through business 
men. The rovolutinn in THE ARGENTTirs caused the dissolution of iL’pcrtaii c 
network, and there followed ondless bickerings between the SD, Abwehr and 
Foreign Office on who had been responsible for its detection. 

ITALY: even before the fill of MUSSOLINI tho SD had sot up a 

wireless set in ROLE, despite the spocial JUohrorbef * 1 Against activity in 
ITAIY. HASS had boon nort us VI representative vdth .1*) police Attaohe, and 
waa responsible for tills* Though information from various sou roes had 
indicated the possibility of tho overthrew of the Fascist Government, tho 
actual event, coming Y.hen it did, vas a surprise to tho Ant. The building up 
of an SD organisation in IIAIY after the Armistice is v<e 11 -known. 

BALKANS: v/ork was chiefly directed against the political situation 

of the countries thonsolvos, excerpt in GREECE, whose -oographical position 
was favourable for intelligence work against the Allien. A P/0 network was 







also prepared, in conjunct io'r vdth th • *r v ivitios cf Vl/S. In JUGOSLAVIA 
efforts wore concentrated or ox/ Icitirv Ihe differences between tho various 
groups, and ospocial**/ «o v:r.nLv cwr tho Cotnik forces wholoheartodly 
on tho side of tho Geiwians* 

SCAM in ir03^.T/Cf and mniARK increa3od VI personnel attempted 
to build up lines fcc UaTANI; and to tvislrlt her closo relations vdth SWEDEN, 
by moans of conrdr^ions given to travailing Swedish business men, etc* In 
this Vl/tfirt s chaf t vrs clcs-iy ccnc ;rr.cd* Source knows no details* In 
SWEDEN Amt VI concent rated rr.inly rn tho nature of air traffic between 
that country and ZX’AAII), jeangs..; uarried and the purpose of their 
visits, otc* In VI work v.*-4» directed entirely against thr internal 

political situation.

SPAIN and HUNCH tf. 

During the activities t.f Amt VI developed more and raoro oh the 
political as orpocod to the Into Hi vice plane. The reports submitted to 
the Raichs fuehrer often took «hc for.m of n diplomatic dossier. This chango to 
active political wcrl: vas icons' lei by tho comparative inactivity of the 
Foreign Office. Tho proynr itior.-. raas by SCHELLEN3ERG > jft SWITZERLAND for 
opening up linos of cotit. vet to tho #’3 lies are an example of the political 
worl: undertaken. Bc‘:h in tho political and intelligence field Ant VI 
received an increasing number of requests for information f tom Government 
Departments, though it still ranainod i*s ovm master in supplying cjiostion- 
nairos to tho agents employed. Source states that these were perhaps one 
of tho weakest sides of the Ant ! c wore, os dospito the wldesr-'ead net which 
S CIIST.T.MrpKRCr had succeeded in baildiiy; up since he took over, no clear lino 
of policy vns ever Hid dovr. on the typo of intelligence material required. 
Unless a VI officer veto able to polio}', up ana expand for himself the question- 
naires submitted by the ioai:v office, ho vas likely to incur she synpatlie tic 
laughter of tho agents ho a.plcyod. 

In sumor 43 SCHEl YVIKIRC planned the forming of a training school in 
tho Amt VI building for SS ar*d Police personnel detained as VI representatives 
abroad* As a beginning about a drnui 33 and Police officers were to be trained 
and then placed in vie pace port and Visa branches of various Embassies, 
Locations and Consulates. Vhc project vas delayed, hcv/cver, and no more was 
hoard about the \chcol until just before tho cessation of hostilities. 

By this tiue Ai.n VI had achieved a fhirly favourable position in 
regard to foroiyr. exchange, as the funds availablo ware the equivalent of 
KM 200,000, apart fiun a number oi special fUnds. 

Reorganisation of the Amt r> ~ht at the end of the period brought 
about tho folia/ring changes; SCiUDXIIiVVIA passed frem Vlfs to Vl/D, and Vl/E, 
concoming itself entirely v/ith 5.E. 3JR0BE, moved to VIENNA. IIALT also 
passed from Vl/E, and came to Vj/fe. A Central Evaluation Dept for the whole 
Ant vas also begun, under \l/D. Vl/Vi and Vl/KUlt, which had been independent, 
were placed under Vl/A (General).

Apart frer. this raj or xrunv uisation, Sq{SEiL3ffgRG attempted during 
44 to stx'engtkon the position of tbs Amt inaide the Reich in other vAyo. His 
and HETDRICH's original intention of having independent VI Abteiiungen instead 
of Roforato under tho SD Ahsdvnltte was in part fulfilled, and several of such 
Abteilungon were sot up u;.i rt r It 3 or BH3 in the Roioh. For tho samo reason 
Vl/’Vi and Vl/Kult h* 1 been placed *»nAcr tho Grupponleiter Vl/A v/ho would have 
noro time to control their activities than SCHELIg ^BSRC* when they were 
independent organisations vndcr him. 
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Activities cf tho varicus Amt VI Rcferate In 44/45 nay be briefly 
summarised. In HUNGS, during the last nonth3 of Gernan occupation, all 
efforts were concentrated on the increasing partisan problem, and tho pre- 
servation of civilian morale despite the air attacks. 7/ork on tho inner 
political oocno, which had been the chief function of VI in PRANCE, became 
almost non-existent. As Abt VI BdS PARIS and other VI Dienststellan withdrew 
to GERMANY increasing importance ms laid on tho despatch of agents through 
the lines, and on p/o networks. In autumn 44 it m 3 said that sane 15$ of 
agents, both N/T and espionage, had rotumed with reports. The chief 
objeet of Lei ts telle WALTER, the former Abt VI BdS PARIS (see CSDIC/dlP/SD 29, 
para 3 ) vas to work in conjunction with French aalgrees from FRANCE, 
especially tho DORIOT group, and from GERMANY and ITAIY, and through 
SV ITITZERLANIV to maintain contact with pro-German French groups that had 
remained behind, and with ?/o agents. A similar role was playod by Abt VI 
of BdS BRUSSEL, which sot up as Loitstello N0RIX/2ST at MARBURG aftor tho 
withdrawal and likewise attempted to maintain contact ’.7ith elements in 
BEL GIUM. 

In SI&IN, booauso of increasing Allied pressure on the FRANCO 
Government, Amt VI attempted to increase the number of VI representatives 
already in tho country, in case any of those already there should have to 
be withdrawn because they wore too woll-kncr.vn to the Allies. They were 
to be wet up in diplomatic missions cr in in&tstrial circles. So fir as 
Source knows it was found impossible to cond more representatives to tho 
country bocauso of the attitude of tho Spanish Government. Despite Allied 
pressure. Amt VI su^oodod, because Largely cf tho influence of BERNK/IRD, 
in maintaining the attitude of SPAIN towards GEPl'ANY where it was wanted. 

The position with PORTUGAL was largoly similar. 

Vl/V tried to despatch several agents to USA by submarine, but 
Source knows no details. In TIG AEGENTE2 some agents wore still operating. 
Tho VI representatives in TURRET continued tc provide useful information 
cn political trends in the country right up to the end. 

KALTS^BRUTJirEli was largely rospcnciblo for the revolution in 
HUNGARY in Mar 44, and tho VI Bonuftrager in that country played an important 
part. Vl/S was also thrown in. In tho last weeks of the war a number of 
Slovenes, Croats and Serbs wore deep*.. cchetl from ITALY (COMO) into SWITZERLAND 
with missions for tho SD Dionststellen in YUGOSLAVIA, but Source knows no 
details. It is thought that Ambassador RAHN has sene knowledge of their 
intentions. Similarly a number of Czechs were to bo dosratchod into 
SWITZERLAND from SOUTH TYROL under the ous pices of Dr. NEUBACHER, the 
special representative in the South-EAST, in the last days of Apr 45 • Th«y 
had boon trained under S3 CbcrsturiubannfUchror HAMMER, VI Loiter of BdS 
PRAGUE, who had been Giuppenloiter Vl/S till autumn 43 . He began his 
attempts to set up a Czech espionage group in the first months of 44. It 
was the intention that they should peso as anti-Germans and establish contact 
with Allied circle" in neutral coin trios. During 44 it was also planned to use 
Slovakians for a similar purpose. Till the end of A3 work in SLOVAKIA had 
been undertaken by Ant III, but from 44 on it became the provinco of Amt VI, 
which concentrated on tho inner political condition inside tho country, apart 
frem the recruiting of the Slovak agents. 

It is some indication of the mu ddled conditions prevailing diring the 
last months of the war that while 3CKFTL5IUOG was attempting to get in touch 
| with the Allies to sound their views on an end of hostilities, he brought 

\ about two changes in tho organisation cf Amt VI; tho school fbr VI personnel 

f vn«? finally set nr, and the os tab H rh rent cf tho CsitraL Evaluation DcpaiTSScni , 

t begun at end 1+4, was finally concludod.
